"You have no idea when this is going to happen, If it

However, they didn’t always discover pipes, When 
workers’ were digging holes for fence posts, someone 
uncovered a skeleton with a Spanish dagger! 

Kramer faced a “‘hig change’’ in the late '30s, 
“‘The flower market, like the fashion market, 
changes,’’ said Kramer, Heather was not as profit- 
able as raising azaleas and camellias,” 

The change didn’t bother the elder Kramer too 
much because “‘I love flowers, That’s the only reason 
to grow them,” Kramer is happy when they can intro- 
duce new varieties because ‘you wouldn’t want to 
wear the same sult every day, would you?” 

Kramer feels that Americans dont have the same 
love for flowers as the Europeans, “‘Over there they 
have cut flowers every day, They love flowers, especi- 
ally the Japanese, French and particularly the Scots,” 

Ms, Mzckell differs with her Dad on this point, She 
notes the expense and the time ittakesto arrange flow- 
ers, ‘“‘Busy people just don’t havethetime,”’ she says, 

She also disagrees with her father’s opinion of arti- 
ficial flowers, ‘‘Dad would never let Mother or me 
wear artificial corsages, | don’t think they’re too bad 
and they last,” 

“‘To some people, flowers are life,’’ philosophizes 
Kramer, He is not sad to see flowers die, because 
part of their beauty is in their transcience, ‘‘They 
keep on growing and never die,’’ He reflected, ‘I sup- 
pose ,, , though everything has to die (as part of a 
cycle)...even me...” 

The man who can remember when New York city 
had only 20-30 cars and California roads that had so 
many Fords that “‘they were as thick as bugs,”’ pa- 
trols the nursery in his electric cart, 


‘Mad gets on the electric cart and away he goes,”’ 
exclaimed his daughter, ‘‘We have to let him do it,” 
she said reluctantly, “But we are worried that he 
might injure himself,’ 

Kramer does not seem worried about that, Al- 
though he has slowed down in recent years and has 
become somewhat hard of hearing, he manages tocome 
to the nursery once a week, “‘I miss the nursery,” 
he says softly, 

Kramer is aided by his daughter and son-in-law, 
Ben Mackell, sales manager, Ms, Mackell selects 
and arranges for flower exhibitions, ‘‘I love it, | get 
a chance to meet so many interesting people!’ she 
exclaims, 

Among those interesting people, Ms, Mackell ad- 
mits that she was very impressed with Ms, Nixon,

“When the railroad 
came through, the two 
communities got together 
and voted on aname, The 
came up with Alta Loma, r 
he said, 

In 1922 Billings’ father 
built the Billings market 
which still operates on 
Amethyst and Lomita 
Streets, On his father’s 
death in 1955, Billings 
and his mother continued 
operating the market 
which they finally sold 
in 1970, 


“My first job was 
cleaning mud out of the 
packing house after a 
flood,”” smiled Billings 


who pointed out floods 
are old enemies of the 
foothill community. 

After that experience, 
Billings tried working at 
the lomosa Store, the 
family market and as a 
bookkeeper of a local win- 
ery. Then World War I 
came along. 

Billings joined the US, 
Army Air Force and 
served with the air trans- 
port command routing 
planes and supplies from 
India to China, His job 
had him travel from Ka- 
rachi, Pakistan, to 
Chengkung, China. 

In 1044, he returned to 
the Unite d States to go in= 
to officers training, Af+ 
ter the war, Billings re- 
mained with the reserve 
units at Pomona College 
and in San Bernardino, 
retiring in July, 1971, as 
a lieutenant colonel,

Kitchens, Inc, 

Today the company is 
one of America’s largest 
producers of frozen pack- 
aged foods, with annual 
sales of close to $600 mil- 
lion, Piszek owns it all 
right down to the last 
fishstick, 

He has picked up some 
of the jargon and tech- 
niques used in mass ad- 
vertising and applied it 
to Project; POLE, 

““We wantto show Poles 
by a dramatic, spectacu- 
lar example what it will 
do for them if they speak 
up and speak out in good 
taste, about themselves,” 
he said, 


His Madison Avenue 
approach has drawn some 
criticism, 

“One lady wrote, how

PROUD OF HERITAGE 

It wasn’t until he visited 
Poland in 1963, though, 
that he decided to direct 
hat compulsion toward 
teaching fellow Poles to 
be proud of their heritage, 

It began as a humani- 
tarian interest in the 
problems of his native 
land, Piszek donated 
more than $1 million in 
equipment to help stamp 
out tuberculosis, a dis- 
ease that has plagued Po- 
land for years, 

It ended with Piszek 
making frequent trips 
back to Poland, studying 
its culture, history and 
people, He was surprised 
at what he learned, 

‘‘Por instance, I didn’t 
know that Copernicus was 
a Pole,’’ he said, “‘and 
when [ learned, well...” 

Well, Gopernicus ended 
up as part of the adver- 
tising campaign, 

Piszek said it’s the 
same with most Polish- 
Americans, 

“We came 
millions, but 
bottom cut of Polish so- 
ciety,"” Piszek said, 
“They had their honesty, 
integrity and religion, but 
they were the least edu- 
cated, . .they knew only 
a portion of their culture 
and history so they really 
eouldn’ t teach it,’ 

Piszek wants to teach 
it, With Father Walter 
J, Ziemba, of the Orchard 
Lake, Mich,, Center for 
Polish Studies and Cul- 
ture, he offers books and 
records about Poland with 
each ad, 

“‘We want to get the 
information about Poles 
to Poles so they can come 
into greater fruition, so 
they can be better Ameri- 
cans,”* Piszek said, 

He has history on his 
side, Poland produced 
Tadeusz Kosciusko and 
Kzaimierz Pulaski, he- 
roes of the American 
Revolution; writers Jozef 
Korzeniowski (Joseph 
Conrad) and Nobel Prize 
winner Hrnryk Sienkie- 
wicz, author of “‘Quo Va- 
dis?” Then there are 
Fryderyk Chopin and Jan 
Paderewski, and scien- 
tists Mikolaj Kopernick 
(Copernicus) and Maria 
Sklodowska (Madame 
Curie) And how about 
politicians, for instance 
Edmund Marciszewski, 
better known as Sen, Ed- 
mund Muskie?

“*incapable of providing 
iauatean health care for 
all residents,”” The re- 
port was entitled ‘‘Sus- 
taining Life in Southern 
California: A Proposal 
for Healch Care Deliv- 
ery.”’ 

Briefly, the report re- 
veals the crisis in health 
care in Southern Califor- 
nia and the nation as a 
whole, soundly attacks 
most current legislative 
programs advocating 
comprehensive overhaul 
of health care delivery, 
including the Nixon Ad- 
ministration’s ‘‘packe 
age’’ of health care pro- 
posals, and issues itsown 
alternative recommenda~ 
tions for providing some 
form of health provision 
(or funding) for all of its 
citizens, 

The study was prepared 
by the SCRC’s Business 
Executive Research 
Committee with the guid- 
ance of Dr, Theodore 
[sukahara Jr,, assistanr 
professor of economics, 
Pomona College, re=# 
search coordinator, and 
William M, Wadman, in- 
Sstructor in economics, 
Pomona College, re- 
search associate,

There should be more 
physicians and dentists 
per capita in Lynwood, 
Los Angeles, Inglewood, 
Long Beach and Watts 
than there are in Van 
Nuys and Palm Springs, 
which have the greatest 


concentration of dentists 
and physicians, “‘Simi- 
lar considerations should 
be given to the concen- 
tration of health care 
available to the rural 
poor, particularly in San 
Bernardino and Riverside 
counties,” 

All of the proposed na- 
tional health care bills 
assume that good health 
is a right of all people 
and emphasize the need 
to provide more health 
care, Most of the na- 
tional proposals are 
grouped loosely into one 
of three general catego- 
ries: (1) new programs 
to be managed by the fede 
eral government, (2) pro- 
grams to cover Catas- 
trophic health care, and 
(3) programs that empha- 
size the joint efforts of 
government and private 
industry, 

The Health Security Act 
proposed by Sen, Edward 
Kennedy (D-Mass,) falls 
into the first category. 
Under this bill, federal 
health insurance would 
replace essentially all 
voluntary private cover- 
age. 

The program would be 
financed through general 
revenues and by payroll 
taxes, and would be ad- 
ministered by a national 
Health Security Board, 
The free-for - service 
market would be largely 
replaced by prepayment 
systems and salaries, 

“There will be no cute 
off point, in dollars or 
number of days of cov- 
ered services or by age 
beyond which benefits 
would cease, except for 
skilled nursing homes, 
psychiatric and dental 
benefits; no exclusion of 
coverage for preexisting 
conditions; no limitations 
on preventative medical 
Services; nocoinsurance, 


and no deductibles, Cost 
of the program is esti- 
mated at $114 billion, 


The principal advocate 
of catastrophic coverage, 
the second category, is 
Senator Russell Long, 
chairman of the Senate 
Finance Committee, His 
bill would increase Social 
Security contributions in 
order that the federal 
government could cover 
the costs of major, or 
catastrophic medical 


bills, 
The proposal of the 
Nixon Adminis Stration, 


otherwise known as the 
National Health Insurance 
Partnership, falls under 
the third category, It 
would require every em- 
ployer to provide hisem- 
ployees and their depend- 
ents with ambulatory 
health care, and with ma- 
jor medical coverage, 

The employer would 
initially pay 65 percent 
of insurance costs, and75 
percent ultimately, but he 
may choose the insurance 
company that would un- 
derwrite the plan, Pri- 

vate insurance companies 
would run the program 
under the regulation of 
the Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare, 

To supplement this 
program, the President 
proposes a new federal 
insurance plan for the 
poor, and abandonment of 
free-for-service in favor 
of establishing Health 
Maintenance Organiza- 
tions (HMOs) as the prin-e 
cipal source of employer- 
sponsored health care, 
Cost of the program would 
be $107 billion, 

Other proposals in th 
third category are the Na- 
tional Healthcare bill, 
Ameriplan and M edi- 
credit, While these and 
other national healthcare 
bills agree that costs 
should be made available 
be brought under control, 
and that care should be 
made available to all re-

Little consideration is 
given to restructing the 
system to increase the 


volume of health care 
services with the present 
supply of physicians, and 
other medical resources, 
Insufficient consideration 
is given to the significant 
geographical variation in 
existence in the supply 
of health care, Coverage 
of dental and mental 
health is minimal, if exe 
istent at all, 

Finally, SCRC rejected 
a number of proposals bee 
cause “they require the 
creation of large, federe 
ally dominated bureauce 
racies, whereas greater 
iocal and state involve- 
ment, combined with prie 
vate ownership and public 
regulation, seemed a 
more worthwhile ape 
proach,”’ 

Rejecting all of these 
proposals, SCRC has in- 
troduced its own proposal 
for improvement of health 
care, which through en- 
actment of legislation, 
provides 100 percent 
comprehensive health 
care benefits for 100 per- 
cent of the population, of- 
fers greater efficiency, 
and reduces geographical 
inequalities in the provi- 
sion of care, The pro- 
posal is entitled, “‘A Mod- 
el Health Care Delivery 
System,’’ Among other 
things, it recommends 
that:
